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DAD JAILED 
FOR SON'S 
ABDUCTION 


Boy snatched from foster parents'home 


EXCLUSIVE 


A MILLIONAIRE Medway 
businessman has been jailed 
for 16 months after kidnap¬ 
ping his eight-year-old step¬ 
son. 

The 56-year-old, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, took the 
youngster from his foster home in the 
dead of night with the help of his wife 
- the boy’s mother - before driving 
them to Dover. 

The couple reached Paris early the 
next morning before splitting up, with

the mother who disappeared with the 
boy Despite being deemed unfit to look 
after the child, she remains on the run 
with him somewhere in Europe. 

The man returned to England via 
Eurostar and was arrested and 
charged with abduction. He pleaded 
guilty to the charge and was sen¬ 
tenced at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Monday morning. 


Gordon Menzies, prosecuting, out¬ 
lined the details of the late-night kid¬ 
napping. 

He said: “The boy was taken from 
his foster home between midnight and 
6am on Tuesday, September 11, wear¬ 
ing only shorts and a pyjama top. 

“At 8.40am his foster parents 
received a text message from the boy’s 
mother saying they would be back by 
the end of the week. 

“Police officers were alerted and 
found a note at the couple’s home 
titled ‘why we had to go’ which was a

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Cop brothel raid 
frees victims of 
sex trafficking

TWO foreign girls traf¬ 
ficked into Medway and 
forced to work in the sex 
industry have been rescued 
from a seedy brothel. 

The distraught girls were discov¬ 
ered during synchronised police 
raids on eight premises across the 
towns, six of which were brothels. 

Officers freed the women from a 
flat in High Street, Gillingham, and 
made ten arrests for managing a 
brothel. 

It is unknown how and when the 
girls were brought to Medway, how¬ 
ever victims are often coerced or 
deceived into the horrifying situation 
and can be kidnapped, falsely 
imprisoned and raped. 

They have now been taken to 
secure locations where they will be 
offered medical treatment and coun¬ 
selling. 

The raids came as part of the 
national Pentameter 2 campaign - 
which targets human trafficking for 
the sex industry. 

The campaign hoped to rescue sex 
workers who had been forced against 
their will into prostitution and pro¬ 
vide them with the help and support 
they need to get their lives back on 
track. 

Kent police visited a total of 30 
premises across the county during 
the campaign, including a massage 
parlour and a medical centre. 

Twelve people in all were arrested 
on suspicion of managing brothels. 

Eleven people were arrested on 
suspicion of immigration offences 
and have been passed to the 
Immigration Service for further 
investigation and one person was 
arrested on suspicion of money laun¬ 
dering. 

Detective Chief Inspector Robert 
Graham, who co-ordinated the oper¬ 
ation, said: “This three week cam¬ 
paign highlights the continuous 
efforts Kent Police makes to identify 
victims of trafficking. 

“The importance of this part of the

campaign was to make contact with 
possible victims to ensure they are 
aware of the help and support avail¬ 
able to them. 

“We have sent a message to those 
who believe they can continue tar¬ 
geting those who are sometimes in a 
susceptible and desperate situation, 
and are forced into a life of which 
they had no choice. 

“Kent police will not tolerate this 
unacceptable and inhumane treat¬ 
ment of vulnerable people and will 
bring those responsible to justice.” 

Kent police works with the Border 
and Immigrations Agency, 
Department of Work and Pensions, 
and Customs to identify victims of 
trafficking and help them.

A MAN has been charged with crimi¬ 
nal damage, affray and common 
assault after an hour long stand-off 
with police. 

Jon Foxon, 34, was arrested in 
Alexandra Road, Chatham last week. 

Police were called to the scene after 
a resident spotted a man in the street 
with a knife, who it is alleged turned 
on the police, first with the knife and 
then with a hammer, threatening to 
kill anyone who came near him. 

Parents' sad tribute to 
'beautiful' daughter 

THE DEVASTATED parents of a 
young mum who died in a horrific car 
crash have paid tribute to their “beau¬ 
tiful daughter”. 

Robert and Linda Arnold said they 
were struggling to come to terms with 
the loss of 20-year-old Rebecca, who 
died in an accident on Bluebell Hill on 
November 11. She had been a passen¬ 
ger in a van heading to Chatham. 

Rebecca leaves behind a three-year- 
old daughter named Ellese.

Council unlikely to oppose new power plant

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build two coal-fired units at 
Kingsnorth power station were 
expected to go unopposed by 
Medway council chiefs tonight. 

The crucial planning application will 
be discussed in the Municipal Buildings, 
Gillingham, this evening. 

While the council has no authority to 
grant or reject planning permission on 
this matter, the verdict is likely to heavi¬ 
ly sway the government officials who 
make the decisive ruling. 

The agenda for tonight’s meeting rec¬ 
ommends “that Medway council raises 
no objection to deemed planning permis¬ 
sion being granted” subject to financial 
contributions towards improvements to 


roads surrounding the Hoo site. 

The move comes in the face of strong 
objection from hundreds of protestors. 

Greenpeace activists, Medway Green 
Party members and Medway residents 
called for the council to oppose the plans 
- with one campaigner calling the coun¬ 
cil’s expected decision a “moral mistake”. 

Head of Greenpeace’s climate cam¬ 
paign Robin Oakley said: “Kingsnorth 
has become one of the top ten climate 
change front lines in the world. The deci¬ 
sion made about this proposed coal burn¬ 
ing monster has enormous implications 
for the people of Kent, but also sends a 
signal to the rest of the world. 

“If Kingsnorth opens the floodgates to 
new coal plants in the UK, other countries 
will follow and it could wreck attempts to 
tackle climate change worldwide. 

“NASA’s top climate scientist recently 
called for a ban on new coal-fired power 
plants to slash emissions - it’s time we 
listened to our scientists, not the profit- 


hungry power companies like E.ON. 

“History’s heavy hand is upon the 
shoulder of Medway council.” 

Greenpeace signalled their opposition 
to the proposals last month by taking 
over the power station. 

More than 60 protestors walked unop¬ 
posed onto the 72-acre site at 5am on 
Monday, October 8, wearing bright 
orange boiler suits. 

A team of 23 remained on site through¬ 
out the day, with 18 activists bringing 
productivity to a halt by pressing an 
emergency stop button and chaining 
themselves to the conveyor belt system 
which moves coal into the incinerator. 

Five activists scaled the power plant’s 
200m smoke stack and abseiled down at 
6pm that evening to paint ‘Gordon’ down 
the side in giant white letters. 

Spokesperson Niall Bennett said: “It’s 
his [Brown’s] moment of truth. If he’s 
serious about climate change he’ll have 
no option but to chuck these plans out.”

criticism of the way the child’s 
mother had been treated by social 
services. 

“The man’s car was seen on 
CCTV cameras at 5.01am in 
Dover port. On Thursday 13 he 
returns to the country and the fol¬ 
lowing day he is arrested at his 
home.” 

Marcus Fletcher, defending, 
said his client was frustrated by 
plans for his stepson to be adopt¬ 
ed. 

He said: “The boy was taken 
from his parents in 2004 and a 
full care order was made in July 
2006. Around August a recom¬ 
mendation for adoption was 
made, that was my client’s under¬ 
standing of the situation. 

“Reports have shown the boy 
was very unhappy in his foster 
placement and so my client had a 
real sense of frustration and 
injustice. 

“He is a very clever, highly intel¬ 
ligent, well educated man. He is 


dedicated to his friends, family 
and business and was not looking 
for confrontation. He is also a man 
of exemplary good character.” 

In sentencing, Judge 
Macdonald QC said: “It’s 
extremely hard to believe you are 
not aware of where the mother 
and child are. I find you do know 
where they are or at least how to 
contact them. 

“I am sure you could help to find 
the mother and child if you chose 
to. You have chosen not to. 

“I have no doubt that this 
offence is so serious it could not 
be dealt with by a community 
order alone. You knowingly took 
part in breaching the full care 
order. 

“I do find you acted in good 
faith, although it seems to me the 
abduction is manifestly not in the 
best interest of the child. 

“It must be prison. I sentence 
you to 16 months, half of which 
will be served in custody and 
order you to pay prosecution costs 
of £245.”

THE first Eurostar train to run from 
Ebbsfleet International station 
arrived 20 minutes late in Paris. 

The high-speed service to the Continent had 
left the sparkling new terminal at 5.38am on 
Monday to a great fanfare. 

Eurostar bosses had cut a yellow ribbon to 
mark the official opening of the station while a 
jazz band played. 

Around 50 people, mainly invited guests, 
then got on the 186mph train for the just over 
two hours journey to the French capital. 

But a red light before entering the Channel 
Tunnel at Folkestone held up the Eurostar 
train for 20 minutes. 

Travellers entering the departure lounge 
had earlier been bemused to hear a security 
breech announced over the tannoy system. 

They were warned of a possible evacuation 
as they went through the doors, before 
officials realised alarms had been set-off by 
photographers taking equipment through the 
wrong doors. 

At the reception a Eurostar spokesman 
said the station represented, “a new era in

train travel bringing Kent every closer to 
the heart of Europe”. 

During the journey Eurostar staff empha¬ 
sised the environmentally-friendly aspects of 
the train, which releases ten times less carbon 
dioxide emissions than the equivalent journey 
by air. 

Using the recently opened High Speed 1 rail- 
link, the train sped past the Medway towns 
heading south east through Kent and in just 
22 minutes arrived at Ashford. 

Recycled 

Passenger Rosamund Morgan, from 
Houghton Kirby, said: “This delay is a little 
frustrating, but so far it has been an excellent 
run, amazingly smooth, and I really admire 
how they are trying to make everything so 
environmentally-friendly. Even the paper cups 
and plates are recycled.” 

When the train got underway on the journey 
under the English Channel it took just 20 
minutes to reach France, gathering speed 


after the enforced halt. 

Immediately public address announcements 
on board switched to French first then English 
as the crew apologised for the delay and 
estimated a new time of arrival of 9.10am 
(French time). 

No further stops were made and the service 
arrived at platform three of Le Garde du Nord. 

Passenger Mike Streeter, from Bromley, said: 
“This is great. I didn’t care about the delay, it is 
so much more convenient than flying.” 

The opening of Ebbsfleet International 
means trains from Kent to the Continent will 
increase daily from 12 to 16 in each direction. 

The full new timetable comes into force on 
Sunday, December 9, and will run until July 5 
2008. 

A Eurostar spokesman said; “It is going to 
take us a few weeks to get into our stride, so 
until the December opening we will have a 
transitional time table in place which has cer¬ 
tain modifications. 

“It will still be an excellent, frequent and fast 
service.”

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Chief refutes MP's claim 
over Thames Gateway 


THE woman in charge of delivering 
the Thames Gateway plan says an 
MP’s fears about repeating the 
housing mistakes of the 1960s are 
groundless. 

This week a committee of MPs warned that 
the project to build 160,000 houses and bring 
an expected 180,000 jobs by 2016, could actual¬ 
ly become a “public spending calamity”. 

Derek Wyatt MP, a junior member of the 
Government, said he was “nervous” about the 
way it was being delivered and the quality of 
the housing being built. 

But Thames Gateway chief executive Judith 
Armitt, believes Mr Wyatt is reacting to out-of- 
date information. 

The Thames Gateway covers an area stretch¬ 
ing 40 miles eastwards from Canary Wharf to 
the mouth of the Thames Estuary, taking in 
Dartford, Gravesham, Medway and Swale.

The entire project will cost hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of pounds, much of which will come from 
the public purse. 

Mr Wyatt, the MP for Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey who was a member of the report com¬ 
mittee, said that high-density housing was 
“making families vulnerable”. 

Mistakes 

He said: “After the war, in the 1960s, it was 
decided the way to do cheap housing was to 
build high-rises. Now we’re taking them down 
or we will take them down. 

“They have not created a sensible community, 
they’ve alienated people. If we build tens of 
thousands of houses in the Gateway my worry 
is we will relocate the mistakes in housing we 
made with the high-rises.” 


Mr Wyatt said the project’s “underlying flaw” 
was that its management did not have enough 
power. 

But Mrs Armitt said the MPs’ report was 
“out-of-date”. 

She said: “It is a report of the hearing the 
Public Accounts Committee held in June, which 
was based on the National Audit Office report 
before that.” 

Mrs Armitt added: “The management has 
really changed, that was a study you could have 
run when there wasn’t a chief executive, a 
cross-government board and a clear plan. Now 
we’ve got all those things. I think huge progress 
has been made in the last six months.” 

Mrs Armitt also defended the decision to 
build high density housing. 

She added: “It is about quality of design. You 
can get the right balance, but we have to put 
care into it.”

Ex drug addict stole 
food to pay her debts 

A MEAT thief has been ordered to carry 
out 40 hours of community service after 
stealing a range of cuts from a super¬ 
market. 

Former crack cocaine and heroin 
addict Sue Daffey, 28, was caught on 
CCTV cameras leaving the Co-op store 
in The Deice, Rochester, without paying 
for a number of meat items. 

Daffey, of Devon Close, Chatham, was 
arrested after police viewed the footage 
and charged with theft. She pleaded 
guilty to the charge at Medway 
Magistrates Court on last Friday. 

The court heard Miss Daffey intended 
to sell the meat, which she valued at £15, 
in order to help pay her debts. 

Focus 

However, the food items were taken 
away from her soon after she left the 
store on Sunday, August 12 by people she 
described as “drug addicts”. 

Chairman of the bench Sarah Betts 
said: “For this offence you will be ordered 
to carry out 40 hours of unpaid work 
which we feel would focus your mind on 
something and give a little bit of self¬ 
esteem, which is what you need.” 

The pre-sentence report indicated that 
Miss Daffey would be suitable to carry 
out the community work in an adult 
teaching position as she previously 
worked as a pre-school teacher.

Tell me a little about yourself. 


A I was born in Stratford, east London, but 
moved to Dagenham, Essex, when I was 
eight, I lived there until I got married to Betty 
in 1948.

‘CRASH site’ road signs have been 
placed at accident blackspots 
across Kent in a bid to reduce the 
number of motorbike fatalities - 
which has almost doubled this 
year. 

The campaign follows 25 fatalities on the 
county’s roads so far this year, up from just 13 
in the whole of 2006. 

Kent Highways Service (KHS) has 
installed the warnings on seven A roads 
across the county, where motorcyclists have 
died in the last five years. 

It is hoped the signs, which feature a motor¬ 
cyclist image, will raise awareness of previ¬ 
ous crashes. 

The crash site signs can currently be seen 
on the A28 between Ashford and High 
Halden, and Canterbury and Thanet, the A20 
between Ashford and Maidstone, the A259 
between New Romney and the Sussex border, 
the A2070 between Ashford and Brenzett, the 
A21 between Lamberhurst and Flimwell, 
and the A229 between Linton and 
Hawkhurst. 

Motorcyclist safety officer for KHS Tom 
Morton, said: “Motorcyclists are among the 
most vulnerable vehicles that use the roads. 

“If a car and a bike are involved in a colli¬ 
sion, 99 times out of 100, the bike, along with 
the rider, come off worse. 

“Having seen these signs, we hope that rid¬ 
ers and drivers will think more about the 
road ahead and the potential danger. 

“It is our intention to leave these signs in 
place for at least six months and then relo¬ 
cate them on other routes at other crash 
sites. The effect can then be monitored and 
evaluated, site by site.” 


BIKER 

Think about all the hazards that are visible and 
allow for the unexpected ones that are not. 

Ride on what you can see, not on what you think 
is there. 

Concentrate on your own ride; don't be tempted 
to ride at the speed of others in a group if you're 
not happy with it. 

Always leave a little in reserve; riding on the 
edge of the envelope will eventually lead to a 
crash. 

Be bright and be seen - wear something bright, 
it might not be cool but neither is a hospital visit. 

Slow down... kill your speed before it kills you. 


Other road users have also been targeted 
by highways services with ‘Think Bike’ 
posters placed at key junctions warning driv¬ 
ers to look for bikers before they move off. 

Mr Morton said: “Sometimes it’s the actions 
of drivers that put motorcyclists at risk and 
sometimes it’s the actions of the motorcyclist. 
For whatever reason, the outcome is often the 
same - serious injury to the motorcyclist. 

“Motorcyclists are clearly vulnerable; they 
have less protection, drivers often don’t make 
enough effort to look for them and changing 
road and lighting conditions can present 
greater challenges to them. 

“A lot of motorcyclist crashes happen with 
no other vehicle involved; loss of control being 
a particular factor. However, motorcyclists 
have always been vulnerable to car drivers 
pulling out in front of them, especially cars 
turning right, and this has been a factor in 
many crashes this year.” 


Firefighters call for new 
homes to have sprinklers 

FIREFIGHTERS have launched a cam¬ 
paign to convince developers and planning 
bosses to install sprinkler systems in homes 
and schools across Kent. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service unveiled 
the initiative as part of its bid to cut the 
number of fire-related deaths to zero. 

Charlie Hendry, the chief fire officer, said: 
“Kent and Medway face a massive house¬ 
building programme over the coming years 
and I believe those who plan, design and 
build new homes have a responsibility to 
make sure residents are safe from the 
potentially devastating effects of fire. 

“We are urging the county’s key opinion 
formers to endorse the installation of sprin¬ 
kler systems in all new homes and also in 
existing properties where vulnerable people 
are most at risk.” 

Council chief executives, planning officers 
and landlords were invited to the launch of 
the Safer with Sprinklers campaign in 
Maidstone on Friday. 

Joyce Rhodes, the headteacher of Lympne 
School near Folkestone, described how the 
school was destroyed by fire and the impact 
this had on the community. 

Police to keep an extra 
eye on high-speed link 

EXTRA police are being drafted in to patrol 
vulnerable spots along the new high-speed 
rail link. 

Officers will be covering the tunnel 
entrance at Folkestone and the major sta¬ 
tions at Ashford and Ebbsfleet. 

Chief Inspector Jeff Boothe, of British 
Transport Police, has promised “world class 
policing service for this world class rail¬ 
way”. 

Initially 75 police and community support 
officers will operate 24 hours a day on a 
five-shift pattern. This will rise to 100 when 
a new station at Stratford opens in 2009. 

‘We will undertake high visibility patrols, 
but we will also be intelligence-led to make 
the best use of our resources and working 
with partners locally in a joint problem 
solving approach,” said Ch Insp Boothe. 

Eurostar switched its London terminal 
from Waterloo station to St Pancras on 
Wednesday last week, with trains from 
Ebbsfleet International also now running 
from Monday.

Unfortunately it is not going to be fair and 
families will pay more.

Did you know they are even thinking of 
giving us all a ‘personal carbon allowance’?

I think as long as this regular neighbourhood police 
presence remains in the town the sense of community will 
continue to grow and causes of violence will reduce.

Elderly need to know 
about fuel benefits 

A new survey by the British Gas 
Help the Aged Partnership has 
shown that the elderly struggle 
to stay warm and well in the 
winter. 

Chilling figures reveal nearly one 
in five older people in the South 
East stay in just one heated room 
of their homes to save heating costs. 

Released to mark the launch of 
this year’s winter deaths campaign, 
the survey highlights the affliction 
of fuel poverty that blights the 
lives of more than one million 
pensioner households in the UK - a 
major cause of preventable winter 
deaths. 

The results also highlight the 
government’s failings to do enough 
to meet its statutory duty to 
eradicate fuel poverty in vulnerable 
households by 2010, with more than 
one in three older people in the 
South East left unaware of whom to 
contact for help and advice on how 


to claim cash benefits. 

This year alone the Government’s 
pot of unclaimed benefits for older 
people is £4.5 billion - vital benefits 
that could help lift older people out 
of fuel poverty and ensure they are 
in a better financial position to stay 
warm and well in the winter. 

The survey, carried out by ICM 
Research, also shows that last 
winter over one in eight older 
people in the South East turned off 
their heating because they were 
worried about the cost, while the 
same amount revealed they wear 
outdoor clothes in their homes, 
including gloves, overcoats and hats 
to stay warm and save heating 
costs. 

The partnership is demanding the 
Government stops taking chances 
with the lives of older people and 
takes its duty seriously by 
introducing automatic payment of 
benefits, and in the short term, 
invests in effective face-to-face 
benefits advice services for older 
people. 

The partnership is urging older 
people in the South East to take 
advantage of the current benefits 
system with its campaign message, 
“you’ve got to claim it to gain it”, in 
an attempt to increase the odds of 
older people receiving the benefits 
needed to survive the winter. 

To help streamline the claims 
process, the partnership has teamed 
up with the Department of Work 
and Pensions to promote one phone 
number for older people to call for 
three benefits checks - pension 
credit, housing benefit and council 
tax benefit.

“That’s what’s missing from a lot of 
movies. You walk out and there’s an 
emptiness - you go out with an 
empty bag of popcorn and an empti¬ 
ness in your soul, because nothing 
really happened. I don’t think anyone 
will go away from this play feeling 
empty.” 

It was the enormously successful 
1980s soap Dallas that made Gray 
famous.

No quiet life 
yet, for Jude

HE’S one of the most talked about 
actors in the UK thanks to a rather 
colourful personal life and a thriv¬ 
ing Hollywood career. But Jude 
Law insists he loathes the celebri¬ 
ty culture and wants nothing more 
than a quiet life. 

“This obsession with gossip and second rate 
information is like a cancer that’s taken over,” 
he says. “I have never had an interest in what 
someone weighs or what they wear.” 

But, whether he likes it or not, the London- 
born star has become a paparazzi favourite 
thanks to his volatile split with ex-wife Sadie 
Frost and his subsequent on-off relationship 
with actress Sienna Miller. 

Though his career has gone from strength to 
strength with starring roles in movies such as 
Cold Mountain and The Talented Mr Ripley - 
for which he gained Oscar-nominations - Jude 
admits he’s paying a high price for fame. 

“It’s like being followed by snipers,” he says, 
“but I just try hard to ignore it and lead a quiet 
life.” 

In just a few years Jude has gone from bit-part 
actor in the short-lived soap Families to one of 
our most successful exports to Hollywood. 

He has worked alongside some of the biggest 
names in the business and his latest movie 
sees him sharing the big screen with British 
acting legend Sir Michael Caine.

Though Caine starred in the 
original film - about two men fighting over a 
woman the audience never meets - Jude, who 
co-produced the latest version, insists it’s not a 
remake.

As well as starring in and producing the 
movie, the multi-talented actor also proves 
he’s become a real player by enlisting 
acclaimed playwright Harold Pinter to pen the 
latest screenplay and Kenneth Branagh to 
direct it. 

It’s not the first time the actor has followed 
in the footsteps of Caine, as two years ago he 
appeared in the remake of Alfie, where Jude 
hooked up with now ex Sienna Miller. But 
though the film made a star of Caine in the 
1966 movie, Jude’s version bombed at the box 
office. 

“You can’t regret choices you’ve made in this

business,” says Jude of the movie flop. “You 
learn from them and you pick yourself up, dust 
yourself down and move on.” 

These days the star seems to have put his 
troubles behind him and says his four kids by 
Sadie Frost have helped to ground him and 
enable him to focus on his work. 

“They are their own little team now,” he says 
of Rudy, five, Iris, seven, Rafferty, 10, and step¬ 
son Finlay, 17. “That meant that my responsi¬ 
bility was to myself and I could change the 
rhythm of my work.” 

There’s no shortage of work either. With his 
packed schedule it looks as if he’ll have to put 
up with the inevitable lack of privacy for a 
while longer.

Be pampered on the piste

AFTER a busy day on the slopes I 
soothed my ski-wrecked legs in the 
luxury spa of Italy’s newest moun¬ 
tain resort. 

My friend, who happened to be holidaying 
simultaneously in nearby Sauze d’Oulx, was 
soothing hers with beer and vodka shooters. 

A few hours later I was dining on a four- 
course Italian feast in one of the resort’s three 
fine restaurants. My friend was filling up on 
free bar snacks in an English pub. 

By lam I had enjoyed a nightcap in the ele¬ 
gant Ritrovo bar and was fast asleep in my 
stylish Alpine chalet. 

My friend was meeting Dane Bowers - the 
ex-Another Level singer was in town to judge 
a karaoke contest. She would later spend the 
night conked out on her bathroom floor, hug¬ 
ging the lavatory. 

Welcome to the Pragelato Village Resort, 
which lies around one hour from Turin and 
1,534m up the Italian Alps. It’s only a short ski 
from the piste-and-party capital of Sauze 
d’Oulx - and yet a whole lifetime away. 

Built to accommodate TV crews during the 
2006 Winter Olympics, the resort was upgrad¬ 
ed to five-star splendour last December. 

Pragelato’s ‘executive apartments’ - one half 
of an Alpine lodge - retain a homely feel but 
with stylish touches, including plasma screen 
TVs, a DVD home cinema system, power 
showers and luxury linens.

While there is nothing snooty about 
Pragelato, this is a year-round resort which 
clearly caters for those looking to step up from 
the cheap-and-cheerful packages of their 
youth. 

Apres-ski, for example, takes place in Cafe 
Bergian - where tired legs can stretch out on 
cavernous sofas. 

Or how about a spa treatment? If the 


jacuzzi, heated pool, bubbling foot spas, three 
saunas and Turkish bath in the Daniela 
Steiner spa can’t ease the pain caused by a day 
on the slopes, then masseurs and beauty ther¬ 
apists are standing by to lend a hand. 

When it comes to food and drink, the empha¬ 
sis is on quality over quantity. Half-board 
guests can choose from two restaurants, La 
Tuccia or the more rustic La Taverna. 

Or, for a heavenly gastronomic experience - 
with fittingly astronomic price tag - diners 
can opt for the posh Pan Beni restaurant, 
where ingredients include exquisite white 
truffles from nearby Alba. 

Pragelato has 440km of pistes just eight 
minutes from your doorstep, with slopes for 
every level of ability. 

The best way to access the Milky Way ski 
area - which links Sestriere, Sauze d’Oulx, 
Sansicario, Cesana and Claviere - is to hop on 
the brand new cable car, handily situated just 
20 metres from the resort’s main reception. 

This will take you to a mid-station from 
where you can ski to Sestriere, the ugly but 
functional resort originally built by the Fiat 
car company and now home to a large ski 
school with English-speaking instructors. 

The resort will provide transport to Sestriere 
for novices who may not fancy tackling an icy 
red run before their very first lesson. 

With an ice rink and driving range alongside 
the resort, and a conference centre featuring 
more facilities under construction, Pragelato 
looks set to become an all-year playground. 

My advice is to get in early and avoid the 
rush. It certainly beats a night on the town 
with Dane Bowers.

The first series was shown last year on 
BBC4 and became a word-of-mouth hit with 
enough top comedy moments - re-lived the 
following day in offices across the country - to 
ensure that by the end of its run, the show had 
earned a loyal fan base. 

The repeats on BBC2 helped new viewers 
catch up, and soon Jack seemed to have made 
it where so many other stand-ups had failed 
and made a decent sitcom. 

The show which he co-wrote with Pete 
Sinclair was bom in 2004 as Jack, 45, was 
ending a 100-date tour of the UK. 

In an interview with The Times last year 
Jack explained: “I had lost count of the 
number of interviews I had done with local 
papers and radio stations in the last few 
months. They all ask the same questions, the 
favourite of which is: Where do you get your 
ideas from?’ 

“I never know how to answer that. They just 
come to you, don’t they? That’s why they are 
called ideas. As I put the phone down on yet 
another witless (both ways, I should stress) 
interview, I remember wondering idly if any of 
this could be turned into a TV show.” 

His final live show was on July 7. Jack 
explained: “London had ground to a stunned 
halt after the bombings. The theatre 
management were concerned that not enough 
staff would be able to get to work for the show

to go ahead. I was concerned that, even if the 
staff did make it, would the audience? The 
show was sold out but it was hard to imagine 
all 3,500 of them just arriving as if nothing 
was wrong.” 

In fact more than 250 people got to the 
theatre. “That is about enough to fill the first 
three rows in that barn of a place,” he said. “To 
keep those people laughing for the evening in 
a difficult situation at the end of such a 
horrible day gives you a sense of achievement 
that you take for granted on easier nights. 


“After the show I went for a meal with my 
agent Addison Cresswell and a few friends. 
Addison asked me if I’d read a script that I had 
been sent. It was for a sitcom that was to be 
made that autumn, and there was a lead part 
if I wanted it. The script was fine, but it just 
didn’t excite me very much so I told Addison 
that I was going to pass on it. 

“I had always wished I could do a show 
about a comedian, his life and his work, and 
how the two impacted on one other. 

“So I started to write about this character 
and picture his home-life, family and friends. 
Would this interest anyone who wasn’t a 
comedian? I thought it would - after all, it is 
only superficially about his work. The comedy 
is provided by his neuroses and conflict. Most 
of us understand a little bit about that.” 

Some critics have criticised him for simply 
playing himself in the series where his 
character, comedian and writer Rick Spleen, is 
a miserable, negative and angry man... or 
simply Jack’s on-stage stand-up persona. 

But that underestimates the comic’s acting 
ability. In 1991 he landed the British Comedy 
Award for best stage newcomer which led to 
his long-standing appearances on TV. 

But that same year, Jack made his first 
appearance in a dramatic role in an episode of 
the BBC1 drama The Ambassador, with 
Pauline Collins as well as the BBC1 drama 
Silent Witness with Amanda Burton. 

Jack who was born in Petts Wood, appeared 
in Granada Television’s comedy drama, The 
Grimleys and in 2004 starred in two full- 
length comedy dramas: as a political fixer in 
the critically acclaimed BBC1 political romp 
The Deputy.

Relief doubles but 
Brits want more 

CHANGES to Inheritance Tax (IHT) 
rules outlined in this year’s Pre-Budget 
Report do not go far enough, a property 
website has warned. 

The changes mean couples can com¬ 
bine their £300,000 individual allowance 
to make the threshold £600,000 with 
immediate effect. 

However, a survey by independent 
property portal HotProperty.co.uk has 
revealed these changes will not appease 
homeowners. 

Furthermore, the much anticipated 
reforms to Stamp Duty Land Tax 
(SDLT) were not forthcoming. 

Buyers currently pay a flat rate of one 
per cent on the purchase of properties 
over £125,000; three per cent on proper¬ 
ties over £250,000 and four per cent on 
those bought for more than £500,000. 

In Hot Property’s poll, 85 per cent of 
people wanted the threshold raised. 

HotProperty.co.uk’s Shawn Luetchens 
commented: “The increase to the inheri¬ 
tance tax threshold was a positive step, 
but with house prices rising steadily for 
a decade, it was never going to deliver 
the relief taxpayers were looking for. 

“What’s more, stamp duty reforms 
were much anticipated - even a small 
rise would have been a helping hand for 
first time buyers.” 

What's happened 
to our quirkiness? 

BRITAIN is renowned for its country 
cottages and unique towns, but with the 
shortage of housing seeing more bland 
developments built to fill the void, where 
does this leave our sense of style? 

Many blame makeover shows for our 
lack of imagination and daring. 

Others believe we have to be in a con¬ 
stant state of readiness for sale with 
neutral shades and de-personalised 
homes. 

Standardised developments make it 
difficult to get character into our living 
spaces, but why not paint rooms our 
favourite colour and surround ourselves 
with the collections and travel memora¬ 
bilia that mean something to us? 

OK, when we want to sell the property 
we should present it in the best possible 
way to help make the sale, but in the 
meantime let’s not forget that we actual¬ 
ly live here. These are our homes. 


SIXTY per cent of new homeown¬ 
ers struggle to decorate and fur¬ 
nish their houses due to the rising 
cost of property, according to new 
research. 

The study by home insurer More Th>n 
found that after paying high prices to buy 
their homes people are left struggling to make 
the improvements they want. 

The figures show that over a third (35 per 
cent) just do the basics such as painting the 
walls, and a further quarter stretch them¬ 
selves so far they are not even able to do that. 

It was also found that when it comes to buy¬ 
ing things to furnish their homes, Brits only 
spend on average £972 a year - equating to 
just £19 a week.

The findings are disheartening but not sur¬ 
prising when you consider how much first 
time buyers have to extend themselves to pur¬ 
chase their home coupled with the impact of 
rising mortgage rates over the last year. 

And it seems it’s not just first time buyers 
facing the furnishing crisis. Those higher up 
the ladder are struggling to find the money to 
decorate when moving to larger homes. 

Indeed, this seems to be true amongst my 
own circle. Someone I know, who shall remain 
nameless on the grounds I want to stay 
friends, is still eating his meals from garden 
furniture in the kitchen - minus the umbrella, 
it has to be said - because he simply cannot 
afford to fork out for a dining table and chairs. 


Another friend has lived without carpets for 
12 months. She said: “I planned on buying 
them within my first year of moving in but my 
mortgage has gone up so I just don’t have any 
spare cash at the end of each month.” 

Interestingly, the survey also showed that 42 
per cent of the nation would prefer to spend 
more money on high tech gadgets such as lap¬ 
tops and widescreen TV’s than essential items 
such as beds, furniture and kitchen equip¬ 
ment. Only a quarter (24 per cent) consider 
these essentials to be important. 

So, maybe it’s not just higher house prices 
affecting the affordability of decorating and 
furnishing our homes but also a reflection of a 
change in our priorities? 

Incidentally, my friend with the garden fur¬ 
niture in the kitchen does have a super smart 
TV and sound system.

We're entitled to an 
extra four days holiday 

EMPLOYERS have been reminded that 
their employees are now entitled to 24 
days’ holiday a year. 

The Working Time (Amendment) 
Regulations 2007 state that employees 
who work a five-day week may now take 
4.8 weeks’ (24 days) holiday up from four 
weeks (20 days) from October 1. 

Matthew Dugdale, of Kingsley Smith 
Solicitors, said: “Employers do not reis¬ 
sue contracts of employment - however, 
staff must be informed in writing of the 
increased holiday entitlement. 

“Part-time workers must receive annu¬ 
al leave equal to 4.8 times their usual 
working week, irrespective of what days 
of the week they normally work.” 

No ifs or butts, just a 
large fine for littering 

SMOKERS who light up outside to avoid 
the smoking ban can face severe fines if 
they fail to dispose of their butts. 

In a test case introduced before the 
smoking ban was introduced, a woman 
in Nottingham was issued with a fixed 
penalty notice of £75 after dropping a 
cigarette butt in the street. 

When she failed to pay the fine, and 
failed to appear in court, the fine was 
increased to £350 and she was ordered to 
pay costs. The total fine came to £522.66. 

Beth Macklin, of Kingsley Smith 
Solicitors, said: “There are indications 
councils throughout the UK are taking 
an increasingly strong line on littering 
and other seemingly minor offences.”

Technology is big 
business for families

FAMILY-OWNED small business¬ 
es are prospering, according to a 
study by BT Business. 

The report found that 44 per cent of small 
businesses across Kent were owned and man¬ 
aged by families, and that 39 per cent of fami¬ 
ly-owned companies were run by husband- 
and-wife teams. 

The study discovered that more than 60 per 
cent of small businesses in Kent felt that new 
technology, such as broadband internet access, 
had improved their productivity and reduced 
administrative work. 

Terry Hughes, regional director for BT Local 
Business South East, said: “It’s fantastic to see 
the small business community thriving, par¬ 
ticularly with family-run companies.” 

Many small businesses felt technology had 
provided them with original and imaginative 
opportunities, according to Mr Hughes, as the 
internet gave companies an impact online to 
help them to appeal outside their immediate 
area: “Technology has enabled these small 
businesses to effectively run from locations 
that previously may have been deemed a risk. 

“BT Business is at the forefront of support¬

Now Prof Passfield believes Oli, 31, 
from Bristol, who competed at the 
Olympics in Sydney and Athens, can ride 
even higher on the world stage. 

He said: “The Beijing Games will pres¬ 
ent steep challenges, such as stifling 
humidity, so Oli needs to be in the best 
possible shape. 

“It’s part of my brief to put together the 
right type of training - to replicate the 
hot conditions of Beijing in a sports labo¬ 
ratory environment, and to put him 
through rigorous conditioning exercises. 

Prof Passfield has worked as a consult¬ 
ant in sports science and sports nutrition 
for more than 15 years. 



FIRST team coach Iffy Onuora 
parted company with Gillingham 
on Monday five months after join¬ 
ing the club for a second spell.
